Residents of Baldwin Park 


are still active in the protest 
over the establishment of the 
Covina sewage disposal plant 
two .miles southwest of their 
city, application for the build- 
ing of the plant now being in 
the hands of the state board of 
health. 


At a mass meeting held at the 


Central school building last week 
reports of the various committees 
were received and anti-sewer talks 
were made by a number of those 
interested. 


At the meeting of the state board 


held in Los 'Angeles several weeks 
ago, when the matter was taken un- 
der^ advisement, the state officials 
announced that copies of all objec- 
tions sent to the board must be sent 
to Covina city officials in order that 
there might be an opportunity for 
rebuttal when the board calls an- 
other meeting. Following is the offi- 
cial objection filed with the board 
by the Baldwin Park committee in 
charge of the protest:

erty owners and residents of the 
district affected. 


Objections which we deem as vital 


and of such import as to require 
your board to refuse the request of 
the city of Covina follow: 


1. The water level of this section 


is so near the surface (about 40 
feet) and the sandy soil so porous 
that the continuous flow of effluent 
from a sewage plant in this area 
would most certainly contaminate 
the entire water basin from the 
Whittier narrows northward. 


2. Property values are already ad- 


versely affected by Covina's efforts 
to Iqcate their sewer plant here, and 
with "would-be purchasers refusing 
to buy local property before the 
sewer is definitely assured, it can 
be indisputably stated that estab- 
lishment of the sewer plant would 
be reflected in the future sale price 
of'every parcel of property located 
in this community. Several tracts 
within a short distance of the pro- 
posed site are surveyed and plotted 
as subdivisions, but cannot be mar- 
keted as long as this sewer question 
is threatening the community. 


3. A sewage disposal plant should 


not be located on a major highway 
such as Garvey avenue. At the time 
the Covina site was originally pur- 
chased it was far from any main- 
traveled road. 


4. Apparently Covina residents 


have not yet been convinced that a 
sewer plant is undesirable or it 
would not be necessary to build a 
6%-mile pipe line to carry their 
sewage from their own into another 
community.

The early construction of 


dam No. 1 in the San Gabriel 
canyon received a serious set- 
back this week by the action of 
State Engineer Edward Hyatt 
and the U. S. forestry service, 
thru its regional engineer, E. 
W. Kramer, refusing to ap- 
prove the redesigned plans for 
the dam, submitted by C. H. 
Howell, chief engineer of the 
Los Angeles county flood con- 
trol district. 


Upon receipt of this information 


the board of supervisors on Monday 
officially requested the state engineer 
to reopen the mater, permitting the 
flood control engineer, with his con- 
sultants, F. E. Trask and Leo F. 
Harza, to confer with the reviewing 
board of engineers to ascertain what 
requirements the state will demand 
for the completion of the dam. 


The state consulting board, com- 


posed of Charles D. Marx, W. L. Hu- 
ber and F. C. Herrmann, reiterated 
in its report that the dam No. 1 site 
was safe and met with their appro- 
val. Their entire criticism was di- 
rected at the character of the rede- 
sign of the structure and the spill- 
way.

CLUB SECTION MEETING 


SUPERVISORS SHOULD ORDER 
VACANT LOT AND ROADSIDE 
CLEANING BY RELIEF CREWS

If crews of men, working thru federal and county fund 


allocations, can be utilized to clean and burn off every va- 
cant lot and roadside in the county, the taxpayers will be 
benefitted by an actual saving of money. All men now on 
unemployment relief rolls should be set at work on this 
needed protection at once. 


The cost of fire apparatus in any community, answer- 


ing one alarm for a grass fire, is fifty dollars minimum. In 
the event that the call develops into a long fight the cost 
is, of course, relatively higher. This cost comes directly 
out of the county taxpayer. This should be prevented by 
removing the menace thru the use of these men who are 
sustained by the government. 


Because of the long rainy season the roadsides and va- 


cant lots are a tangled mass of vegetation, heavier than I 
have seen it in twenty years. Fires are inevitable as soon 
as this vegetation has ripened. Many hundreds of grass 
fire calls can be obviated, and perhaps many homes saved 
from burning, if the supervisors will order this work as 
soon as possible. It should be carried out systematically 
and rapidly from the mountains to the sea. 


Not only is this a very necessary work, but it will sup- 


ply a place for many hundreds of heads of families. Crews 
of six men each, with a boss to each crew, has been found 
to be the best method of handling the personnel. Wher- 
ever it is practical the district road foreman should be in 
full charge in his territory, and obligated to use local men 
if they are available. There should be no charge to the 
property-owners. The work can proceed for the next three 
months, but should be begun at once. I know of no public 
work in the county which will meet with more approval on 
the part of the taxpayers. Figures revealed by the county 
fire warden show that when vacant property acreage burns 
over the cost of the use of fire equipment and men is more 
than double that of the cost of burning and cleaning under 
a system of control. Citizens should join in recommending 
that this work be ordered by the board of supervisors, with 
federal funds. 


Take Over Old 
Hillside Cemetery 


A move to have the county tak< 


over the old Fail-mount cemeter; 
at the head of Citrus avenue, be- 
tween Azusa and Glendora, appear- 
ed to have been to no avail thi 
week, it was learned at the office 
of Supervisor H. C. Legg. 


William Smith, northern distric 


leld secretary for Supervisor Legg 
stated that he had made a study o 
the cemetery act and found that i 
would not be possible for the coun 
,y to take it over. The cemetery 
slots are practically all occupied, he 
said, and there would be no manner 
in which the county could obtain 
any revenue from the sale of lots 
:or burials. 


Although the county took over the 


Lancaster cemetery several years 
ago, there is considerably more un- 
occupied plots in tl\e Antelope val- 
ley burial ground, and provisions of 
the cemetery act will permit of its 
being maintained by the county, it 
was explained. 


From other sources, it was learned 


that the owner of some property 
back of the cemetery is planning the 
construction of a country estate, and 
that the entrance to the estate would 
be by means of a roadway along 
one edge of the cemetery, which 
cannot be trespassed upon as long 
as it is occupied for burial purposes. 


While the county counsel's office 


has not as yet handed down a for- 
mal opinion, it now appears that 
there is no means of providing per- 
petual care for the cemetery, and 
that it must be maintained by pri- 
vate donations, as has been done in 
the past. 


The community was saddened this

A scene that is always most inter- 


isting to the visitor is the boat life 
in the big harbor, which to us in 
larticular was the many sampans of 
he native Chinese, always sailed, or 
owed if in a calm, by women or 
;irls who are indeed good sailors, 
lodging the heavy traffic of the 
many tugs and steamers with clever 
kill. On the stern of each sampan 
s a small hut or cabin, in which the 
whole family eat, live, sleep and 
lave their being, it being no un- 
common sight to see the wife cook- 
ng over a tiny fire pot of charcoal 
or wood the simple evening meal, or 
he washing, feeding the little pen of 
chickens or ducks, or possibly wa- 
ering the few potted plants. 
While watching these smaller boats 


a big white liner, the Conte Rossi, 
comes proudly sailing up the bay 
from far-off Italy, one of the many 
strange contrasts of scenes in and 
about Hongkong. 


Sunday we attended church ser- 


vices at Hongkong, the congregation 
'or the most part composed of young 
men in their best uniforms, soldiers, 
and some naval officers, the church 
jeing in the vicinity of the army 
Barracks. 


We got on a big red motor bus 


and rode out to the end of the line, 
on the Kowloon side, where we 
found a big tank farm of the Stand- 
ard Oil company, much like those 
at San Pedro. We passed large sec- 
ions devoted to gardens, in which 
vere grown vegetables for the Hong- 
cong market, although all the mar- 
ket products do not come from here, 


we saw some nice navel oranges 


with the familiar "Sunkist" brand on 
them, as well as some fine-looking 
avocados marked "Calavo," which 
•eminded us of home. The oranges 
here are mostly the small thin- 
skinned 
tangerine 
variety, very 


sweet, and cheap. 


Sunday night we took a river 


steamer;--* new ship fytrtit "especially 
for the run, and a fine river steamer, 
which landed us at Canton in a rain 
early next morning. Here we had 
the good fortune to be met by Mr. 
Phillipi, of the Oriental mission, on 
the Honaan side of the river, oppo- 
site Canton, where they have a fine 
group of buildings with Americans 
in charge. Monday being a holiday, 
Mr. Phillipi was at leisure and acted 
as our guide about Canton, for which 
we were glad, as no one speaks En- 
glish there, and the police, on whom 
we usually rely for information, only 
shook their heads to our inquiries, 
but as our friend could speak Chi- 
nese, we had but little trouble. We 
crossed the Pearl river on which 
Canton, Honaan and Shameen, are 


situated. Arriving at Honaan on a 
small sampan rowed by a small Chi- 
nese woman and a girl, we entered 
a narrow street, wet, slippery and 
foul-smelling, turning a few times 
to the left, finally emerging on a new 
wide street, well paved. When we 
were here three years ago there was 
no wheel traffic of any kind in Ho- 
naan, not even rickshas, but a new 
concrete bridge has been built across 
the Pearl river, streets cut thru the 
densely built-up blocks, wide enough 
for automobiles and buses. 


Honaan is much larger than Sha- 


meen island, being some fifteen miles 
long, and very low-lying land, on 
which much farming is done in cer- 
tain parts. We continued down this 
new wide street, the jagged ends of 
brick and masonry walls still evi- 
dences of the ruthless progress of 
the new development of street pro- 
jects, finally entering another alley 
of a street for a distance of about 
300 feet, when we entered the walls 
of the mission, to find a splendid 
campus with several good, substan- 
tial concrete buildings. 


Canton has been 
experiencing 


some growing pains, and we found 
quite a building boom in progress 
here. Besides several new business 
blocks, the memorial building to Dr. 
Sun Yat Sen, which is in the form 
of a great public auditorium, with 
architecture all Chinese, and blue 
tile roofs, has been built entirely of 
concrete. A fine white building, also 
of concrete, is the new high school, 
a credit to any city. The Chinese 
name of the city is Kwangtung, 
modernized by foreigners into the 
present "Canton." A new five-story 
pagoda, replica of the old one de- 
stroyed, is also interesting, contain- 
ing a fine museum. It is situated on 
another hill near the high school. 


Another day we drove out some 


seven miles to the Lingnam univer- 
sity, a fine college founded by Amer- 
icans, and located in a big campus 
of many acres, the buildings all of 
Chinese architecture 
on modern 


lines, artistic and attractive. They 
have a fine agricultural course here, 
including dairy and poultry depart- 
ments, and from the university's 
practical farm most of the American 
residents get their supplies, for they 
know the produce has been grown 
under sanitary conditions. 


There are several American ex- 


change students attending this uni- 
versity, including one man from Po- 
mona, a son of Rev. Freeman of that 
city. At the present time Mr. Con- 
dit of the University of California is 
also here on a tour of inspection. 


We left Canton one afternoon at 


four-thirty, sailing down the Pearl 
river with some grand scenery en- 
route, arriving at Hongkong at ten- 
thirty, a very enjoyable river ride. 
They still have some fear of the river 
pirates, and the third-class passen- 
gers are separated from the first 
class by heavy steel bars, and a big 


black-bearded Sikh policeman is al- 
ways on guard for attempts to cap- 
ture the ship by pirates, who usually 
get on board with weapons conceal- 
ed, but the custom is so carefully 
watched that few attempts- have 
been made recently. 


The principal guests of the Phillips 


house, where we are stopping, are 


the different missionaries, and it is 
an interesting thing at meal time to 
hear them relate some of their ex- 
periences in the interior of China. 
One family has been here a month, 
the family being increased by the 
arrival of a baby girl, only two 
weeks old now, the parents having

County Economic 
Council Proves 
Short-Lived 


Gracefully accepting the supervi-r 


sors" disbandment of the short-lived 
Economic Council, which he had 
been chosen to head, August B. Gor- 
bach, chairman, urged upon the 
members an agreement upon a de- 
finite and improved form of proced- 
ure for reviving s.uch an organization 
at a future, date. 


Gorbach/stated that tha reason for 
the supervisors* action was Tnof re- 
vealect,""(Suve that they could not 
agree uphn the membership of the 
council since one member of the 


V board demanded a larger number of 
} representatives from his district. 


This was in reference to the ac- 


tion of Chairman Herbert C. Legg, 
in stating that if his district could 
not have twenty-four members on 
the council, he would withdraw the 
names of those already nominated 
by him. 


However, Mr. Gorbach recognized 


that, in the haste to bring the group 
together to act upon the next bud- 
get, mistakes in organization and 
procedure were made which wreck- 
ed the usefulness of the council for 
the time being. 


"To make a real study of the coun- 


ty budget," Mr. Gorbach stated, 
"more time than is now still re- 
maining is absolutely necessary." 


An intimation that if the super- 


visors cannot agree on the revival 
of the council, it will be done with- 
out their approval, is contained in 
one paragraph of the 
statement, 


which reads: 


I 
"This action by the board of su- 


pervisors cannot prevent this group, 
or any other group of taxpayers for 
thatrnatter, if it so chooses, from de- 
manding an opportunity to study the 
1935-36 budget for the purpose of 
reviewing the various departmental 
budget requests. Official recognition 
by the board is not essential to our 
organization." 


Mayor Chester of Azusa, Mayor 


Dyer of Glendora, and J. L. Mat- 
thews of Covina, with mayors and 
representatives of other protesting 
cities, on Monday attended a meeting 
under auspices of the water and 
power resources committee of Los 
Angeles chamber .of commerce to 
Kear the report of Engineer Scatter- 
good relative to the proposed and 
alternate routes for construction of 
a high voltage power line from the 
Boulder dam to Los Angeles. 


Robert Bernard and Dr. James A. 


Blaisdell both spoke briefly for the 
defense committee, stressing the fact 
the location of'the power line is a 
problem in planning rather than an 
engineering question, pointing out 
that the power line located as plan- 
ned subjects the watersheds to an 
unnecessary and i-eal hazard of fires, 
imperiling the valley's water supply 
and subjecting communities to the 
added risk of. damage by floods and 
erosion. 


Scattergood, chief engineer of the 


bureau of power and light, then reac 
his report, relating in some detai' 
his reasons for recommending the 
northern route. He stated that the 
alternate routes would^cost $432,00( 
to $850;OOO more than! the ppoposec 
northern route . ScatteVgood was fol- 
lowed by Engineer Van Norman of 
the bureau of power and light .Van 
Norman, introduced as a water ex- 
pert, spoke on the fire hazard to the 
watershed. He stated that he did not 
believe that the hazard was great 
and that it was quite possible to qon- 
serve more water Jf the watershed 
was burned off. 


Joseph Jensen, chairman of the 


water and power resources commit- 
tee, then stated that he would ap- 
point a subcommittee to study the 
question in detail. The sub-commit- 
tee will require technical data from 
Scattergood that has not been made 
available to defense committee en- 
gineers. Routes in question will be 
studied and their merits weighed. 


Against these will be brought the 


opinion of forestry experts to show 
that the power line will, in their 
opinion, constitute a serious menace 
of brush and forest fires.

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An Old-Timer Speaks— 


"In the old days it's a wonder we ever 


got a cent back for our oranges, and gen- 
erally we didn't." 
Above is the off-hand remark of an old- 


time Covina orange grower this week, made 
as he commented on the new pre-cooling sys- 
tems and other improvements in packing and 
shipping. He had been reminiscing of the 
days when the fruit was pulled instead of be- 
ing clipped from the trees; of the hand-brush 
washing in tubs to remove the black scale 
smut; of the primitive grading machines; of 
the lack of supervision in pack standardizing; 
of the crude methods of icing. The fruit had 


• every handicap on this end as well as in a 
market that was organized against, not for, 
the California grower. 


In those days they brushed the blue mold 


from lemons with rags, and repacked and 
shipped them. Along came G. Harold Powell 
finally, sent here by the federal government, 
and he showed the growers that mechanical 
injurp in picking and packing was the cause 
of blue mold, and since, then this fungus has 
been a minor difficulty. 


One after another the Covina valley pack- 


ing plants have recently installed additional 
facilities for maintaining an even, fruit tem- 
perature. The step is saving money and send- 
ing the fruit into market in increasingly bet- 
ter condition. The cooperative method has 
made it possible to install all of these im- 
provements on the cost-per-box basis, in most 
cases without the borrowing of money with 
interest charges to swell the cost. It has been 
a pay-as-you-sell system, working no hard- 
ship on anyone.

It is irritating to receive a shower of propa- 


ganda from the aviation companies, pointing 
out the alleged "safety" of air travel. 


Following each major disaster to a trans- 


continental airship, the publicity departments 
get busy with "statistics," intended to prove 
something or other, but the fact remains that 
air travel is the most dangerous form of trans- 
portation, and will remain so for a long time. 


No doubt every encouragement should be 


given to the promotion of aviation. There are 
always plenty of adventurous people to sup- 
ply this impetus. Every precaution to create 
a safe condition is utilized, and thousands 
travel in the air without mishap. But that 
doesn't alter the high factor of danger. Crash- 
ing of great passenger ships at too frequent 
intervals substantiates the statement. 


There is nothing in human endeavor to- 


ward progress that ever gained anything by 
evading and avoiding the truth. The airliner 
is equipped with marvelous technical devices 
to denote elevation, direction, speed, and at- 
mospheric conditions, and communication is 
maintained with the ground stations, yet they 
crash into mountains in the night. Air flying 
is in its dangerous first period of experimenta- 
tion. 


Science and business initiative combine to 


advance flying toward eventual and compara- 
tive safety. The effort is most certainly com- 
mendatory. But there is nothing gained by 
barrages of misrepresentation. The truth is 
too evident to make such propaganda effec- 
tive.

Lions and Humans— 


Herman Zeigler, known to many Covina

Mankind could take a tip from these facts. 


We do not do so well. One slip of a human 
being and the human pack is on him. His 
business competitors seek to destroy him. No 
man dare turn his back in competitive busi- 
ness. 


The human being has finer, more subtle 


ways of accomplishing what the jungle beast 
would achieve with tooth and claw. But it 
amounts to the same thing. Perhaps the hu- 
man race needs a trainer that will teach them 
how to live with each other. 


Financial Reform Must 
Come From the People— 


A self-regulated financial system is an un- 


regulated system. It moves from low to high 
points and back again like a balloon that is 
influenced by every puff of wind. 


The government is moving rapidly toward 


a regulation and control of credits and dis- 
counts, to make the federal reserve system 
something more than a mere protesting on- 
looker when bankers inflate and deflate the 
currency. 


The most conservative economists declare 


that the banking system cannot cure its own 
ills. As in the case of all evils within the 
various groups of industry, cure must come 
from the outside. Every financial institution 
actually interested in sound banking methods 
and principles should welcome a directive 
power other than that which they attempt to 
impose upon themselves. One of the most 
frequent rejoinders that comes from a banker 
to an applicant for a loan is: "You must re- 
member this is not the bank's money. It be- 
longs to the people who deposit here." 


True enough, and for that reason the people 


must be protected to the fullest extent by the 
government that represents all of the people. 
Real control by the government will be the 
finest thing for the banks in all of the long 
history of capitalistic business. It will aid in 
making banking a sound business, a sea- 
worthy vessel that pulls in its sails and bat- 
tens down the hatches in a storm, and hopes 
to drift without landing on the rocks. 


This ship of finance in which we must all 


embark must be brought up to modern needs 
with modern safeguards and with licensed 
federal pilots. There is nothing wrong funda- 
mentally with the capitalistic system per se, 
the Socialists to the contrary. But there are 
abuses that must be eliminated. A system 
that can plunge the whole world into a de- 
cade of tragic stalemate, ruining millions of 
people and seriously stunting and stultifying 
the lives of other millions, needs severe over- 
hauling. The best bankers, the real bankers, 
welcome regulation, but the stock-gambling 
investment bankers are fighting any and 
every proposed change, and it is lamentable 
to discover that the later group is the stronger 
in the banking field. 


Privately-exercised power to contract and 


expand credit creates booms and depressions. 
The federal reserve must become a genuine 
federal, nationally-controlled institution, not, 
as now, a privately-controlled manipulative 
system masquerading under a federal name.

All southern California mountain streams 


will be running with a capacity greater this 
summer than in many years. The mountain 
canyons will be luxuriant and delightful. 


With the profusion of vegetation this year, 


added caution must be insisted upon to pre- 
vent fires. It will be easier this year for fires 
to start, and in direct ratio, harder to control 
them. Every man, woman and child who has 
the southland at heart must cooperate to pre- 
vent fires, for it is the mountain fire that 
makes floods disastrous, such floods as that 
which occurred in La Canada district, with 
its serious loss of lives and destruction of 
property. 


It is true that we are all more conscious of 


these facts than in past years. Constant edu- 
cation and supervision by county and federal 
authorities has done much to make us all fire- 
conscious when in the mountains. But this 
reminder is annually necessary to warn the 
careless. It takes but one careless person to 
destroy thousands of acres of our valuable 
mountain brush cover. 


Better for Some— 


There are fifty thousand more passenger 


motor cars in use in California this year than 
last year, the motor vehicle division reports. 


The Apartment House Owners' association 


reports fifteen per cent increase in the num- 
ber of rentals in the first four months of this 
year. Family house construction in Holly- 
wood and West Los Angeles is beginning to 
absorb many of the unemployed of the skilled 
trades. 


It is among those who are classified as "ser- 


vice workers" that the new employment 
graph does not rise. These are clerks, office 
help, and the multitude of people once en- 
gaged in recording and tabulating business 
transactions. Especially is this true in south- 
ern California. 


There isn't any depression for those who 


have been fortunate in adjusting themselves. 
The depression we now talk about is serious 
enough still, and relates to millions whose 
jobs went forever when the business crash 
came. 


Even in these so-c<illed ''landslide" national 


victories, the margin iii popular vote is comparatively 
small. The old-age pension folks, the veterans, and 
one i»f two other considerable groups si-em to iie 


(o end any throat of a perpetuated dictator- 


ship. 


The Farmer Feels Better— 


California farmers are receiving one-third 


more for their products this year than last 
year, according to the Giannini Foundation. 


Prices are ninety-one per cent of the in- 


dices of the period of 1911-1915. Interest rates 
are lower to the farmer than in the pre-war 
period. Prices on farm machinery have not 
appreciably raised in the past year. The farm- 
er's purchasing power, therefore, should be 
in an enhanced condition this year. 


Explain it in any way that you will, this 


country has always had hard times when the 
farmer could not make money, and has 
emerged from depressions when the farmer 
began to be prosperous. The farmer is the 
heart of the country. When this pump is 
working badly the whole country suffers from 
poor circulation.

Walnut Growers 
Benefit by 
Marketing Pact 


That Pacific coast walnut growers 


have received much higher prices 
for their walnuts under the walnut 
marketing agreement 
than 
they 


would had there been no attempted 
control of the surplus, is apparent 
from reports rendered by surplus 
control board at a meeting held re- 
cently in San Francisco. 


Walnuts grown in over thirty 


counties of California are covered 
by this marketing agreement and li- 
cense which went into effect Octo- 
ber 9, 1933. The agreement also cov- 
ers walnuts grown in the states of 
Oregon and Washington, Some 12,- 
000 growers, with an estimated 150,- 
000 acres under cultivation, are cov- 
ered by the agreement. The total 
investment of the industry has been 
estimated at $140,000,000. 


Prior to the adoption of the agree- 


ment and license in 1933, over pro- 
duction and a carryover from the 
1932 crop amounting to 60 per cent 
of the annual domestic consumption, 
had definitely threatened to demor- 
alize the market and resulted in re- 
turns of less than their costs of pro- 
duction to the vast majority' of 
growers. Prices had been declining 
from 1930 to and including 1932 with I 
a certainty of a further decline in 
1933. However, It was pointed out 
that the adoption of the agreement 
has resulted in" continuing stabilized 
prices. The increased returns to 
growers in the area covered by this 
agreement during the 1933-34 crop 
year are now estimated to have been 
between two and one-half andjnree 
million dollars; and a like increase 
is anticipated for the 1934-35 crop 
year. 
•' 


It was pointed out that this agree- 


ment has resulted in the removal of 
the surplus from the domestic mar- I 
ket; has stabilized the market and 
established and maintained 
profit- 


able prices to growers and a higher 
per pound return has been realized 
from the sale of the surplus produc- 
tion than would have been realized 
for domestic sales without the exist- 
ence of the agreement and license. 


In addition to voting a distribution 


from additional sales amounting to 
approximately $425,000 to be distri- 
buted to all licensees, the board also 
announced that there would be a 
distribution of proceeds of the 1933- 
34 surplus pool amounting to ap- 
proximately $30,000. 


The total supply of the 1934-35 


crop year was reported as 772,886 
bags, approximately 95 per cent of 
which was produced in California. 


W. E. Goodspeed, secretary-mana- 


ger of the control board, reported 
that of the 190,254 bags of surplus 
nuts received by the control board, 
111,917 bags had been sold for shell- 
ing purposes and as exports. He 
also reported that of the 215,000 bags 
of surplus nuts of the- 1933-34 crop 
year only 49 bags remained unsold. 


It was pointed out at the meeting 


that present indications are that the 
1935-36 crop will be a large one. 
However, according to information 
available at this time, it is believed 
that the 1934-35 crop will be dispos- 
ed of before the new one comes in 
—thus accomplishing the purposes 
for which the agreement was adopt- 
ed. 


Growers representing fully 90 per 


cent of the walnut tonnage grown 
in the three states are said to be 
unanimous in their support of the 
marketing agreement.—Cultivator.

The area annexed adjoins the old 


eastern boundary line of the district 
at Puente avenue, and lies southerly 
of El Monte street, for a distance of 
800 feet.

three boys aged from five years to 
fifteen, all born in. China, and on 
their way to America for the first 
time, as soon as the mother is strong 
enough to travel. A few years ago 
they heard of a plan the commun- 
ists were making to kidnap them and 
fled by night with only the clothes 
on their backs, in company with 
another family of Americans. They 
had to cross the mountains thru 
jungles with unknown trails, a party 
of loyal natives accompanying them. 
It took them forty-nine days to get 
to any town where they could get in 
touch with the outside world, and 
during the whole time it rained ev- 
ery day, the rivers at some places 
being so swollen the travelers had to 
cross them on rafts, and one small 
mountain stream had to be waded, 
where the water was so swift the 
guide let go of the woman's hand 
and she was swept down the stream 
by the rapids, being stopped by a 
big boulder, and finally managing to 
get to land. At another place they 
had to cross a deep canyon on a 
bridge made by their guides, it be- 
ing merely two bamboo trees thrown 
across the madly-rushing stream, but 
there was no turning back, so they 
all had to cross on this flimsy bridge, 
the natives carrying the baby, and 
•the rest looking out for themselves 
as best they could. At times they 
were so weak from lack of food they 
could scarcely walk, and though they 
had money the natives were so poor 
they had no rice to sell. However, 
they finally got down to Bangkok in 
Siam, where they took the railway 
to Rangoon and found friends await- 
ing them. They had to follow the 
Irriwaddy river all the way to get 
out of the dangerous country. 


On this last trip when they came 


down they heard a new plot being 
planned by the reds, and got help 
from some approaching government 
troops to escort them to safety, it 
iaking twenty-two days by mule- 
back to get down to the railway on 
their way to the hospital here. The 
boys are going to stay in America to the park. 
' get then- schooling, while the parents 


and two youngest children return to 
their field of work. Real Christians, 
these folks! 
This forenoon Anna and I took 


the three boys for a long tramcar 
ride out to Happy Valley, a lovely 
spot, where the racetrack is situated 
in a valley much like the Hollywood 
bowl, then on to the botanical gar- 
dens and the university, all being on 
the steep hills above the city, the 
view overlooking the whole city and 
the bay. We stopped to see a big 
business building under construction, 
a new sight for these lads, who were 
particularly interested in the opera- 
tion of a great steam power pile- 
river, sinking long concrete piling 
nt<> the filled earth on which most 
E'Thfe-Kusliieas section is built. They 
asked numerous questions which it 
was a real pleasure to answer. When 
we came to the many shops that sell 
toys exclusively it was difficult to 
get them away from them. We 
treated them to ice-cream, at a con- 
fectioner's, the cream to us not tast- 
ing any too good, but to the boys it 
was a real feast, as they never had 
any ice cream at their inland station 


' so far away from any city. The bat- 


tleships anchored in the harbor were 
also most interesting to them, like- 
wise a troop of soldiers drilling on 
their parade ground. I would like 
to see them when they first arrive in 
an American city! 


-, The U. S. cruiser Augusta came 


into the harbor today, and it was a 
gratifying sight to see Old Glory 
again, flying at the bow, giving us 
a certain sense of pride, as well as a 
feeling of security and protection 
when needed. All the other battle 
boats in the harbor fly the Unior.- 
Jack of Great Britain. We see the 
uniformed officers and men from the 
Augusta on the city streets, and they 
make us proud of their nationality. 


We cross the bay on the many fine 


boats of the Star ferry, running ev- 
ery ten minutes, twice each day, and 
it is like a moving picture to note 
the fellow-passengers, all races and 
types in evidence here, a most inter- 
national crowd from all parts of the 
globe—Indian women dressed in silk 
saris, pink, yellow, white and green, 
the next one to her a smartly dress- 
ed young lady of China, in her latest 
cut of dress, high-heeled shoes, bare- 
headed, their black hair dressed the 
same as our girls do at home, red 
roughed lips, cheeks powdered, and 
an abundance of good perfume, and 
just as classy as any of our Los An- 
geles girls. A great many of the 
young men adopt the usual Euro- 
pean clothing, but others cling to 
their neat-looking Chinese clothes. 


Sunday morning I took a steamer 


for Macoa (pronounced Mackaw), 
leaving Anna to go to her church 
services in Hongkong. The place is 
some forty miles distant from Hong- 
kong, a province of Portugal, the 
steamer making the distance in four 
hours. The boat was loaded with 
Sunday excursionists going there to

houses, all running wide open, fan- 
tan being the principal game, the 
city being called "the Monaco of the 
Far East." 
The city is situated on a long, 


narrow peninsula, being built on the 
steep sides of the rocky hills, a 
splendid tree-bordered Avenue Pna 
Grande with the bay on one side, 
and the many fine homes with love- 
ly flower gardens of tropical foliage 
on the other, the houses all being 
coated with stucco of many bright 
tints—pink, red, blue, green, and 
many other colors, like the houses 
in Italy or Spain, mostly two stories 
high, verandas un both stories, all 
being very neat and clean, and lack- 
ing the many odors of Hongkong or 
Canton. Maeoa is a medieval Portu- 
gese town set down on the China 
coast. Modern business houses, fine 
private homes side by side with old 
gray churches, sombre convents, 
monasteries covered with moss and 
crumbling with decay, all add to its 


old-time quaintness with its atmos- 
phere of rest and leisure. 


The principal industry here is the 


manufacture of firecrackers, which 
amounts to one and a half million 
dollars annually, and incense, about 
the same sum, both having big con- 
crete factories and wharves on the 
waterfront. 


A fine description of this quaint I 


town was given in one of the last 
year's Geographic magazines, which 
I shall reread with greater interest 
on my return. A big cathedral and 
bishop's palace stand on top of the 
hill, commanding a grand view of 
the city and bay, while the public 
gardens and the grotto where the 
famous Portugese poet Camoens, 
wrote the "Lusiad" are also of inter- 
est. The city has a population of 
over 100,000, mostly Chinese, many 
of whom find employment in its 110 
factories. 124 schools are maintained 
by the government of the colony, 
and it has a battleship of its own, 
a fine police force of Sikh Indian 
men, who command respect and fear 
from the natives. 


The fan-tan houses do not open 


until 9 p.m. and can be visited with 


any games in operation. They run a 
special boat leaving Macao at 3 a.m. 
for the late gamblers. Opium is also 
a government monopoly here, and 
with the gambling, makes a tidy 
share of the income. 


On the ship I met a woman, cor- 


respondent for a London paper, who 
was writing her notes, and I ven- 
tured to casually mention that I too 
was a journalist, being associated 
with the Covina Argus, of which she 
had never heard, strange as it may 
seem. We compared notes and had 
a very interesting conversation on 
the way home. She has been to 
many parts of the world we have yet 
to see and is now enroute to Darien 
in Manchuko, and had some very 
interesting experiences in Bulgaria, 
where she spent four months writing 
up that country—also in Iraq, Syria, 
and Turkey. 


There is an ever-changing person- 


nel with us, meeting new faces every 
day—travelers, missionaries going 
and coming, business men. Only the 
other day I met a fine American re- 
siding here, formerly from Pittsburg, 
now agent for a big American engi- 
neering firm which is doing big 
things in Japan at present. Over to 
Manila now to look after some new 
work there. Business getting so slow 
in the United States during the de- 
pression, he came to the orient look- 
ing for new fields, and has done 
s&me big projects over here. 


A young man from the British 


consulate in Canton came today with 
?. young woman to be married next 
Wednesday, she being from the 
Lingnan university at Honaan island 
—a pretty romance, too. 


My next letter will be from the 


steamer Tayo Maru, of the Japanese 
lines, which we are taking for 
Shanghai, changing to the big Em- 
press of Japan of the Canadian Pa- 
cific line at Shanghai.

Hittite kingdom also was a menace 


• to the security of Egypt. The He- 
brews were reduced to slavery and 
the male children were to be killed 
at birth. Think of the obstacles in 
the life of Moses. His parents were 
slaves, his own life was to be taken 
as soon as he was born, yet by the 
providence of God, Moses became 
one of Jhe greatest men of all time. 
The one factor the Egyptians forgot 
in their process of extermination was 
the loyalty of the mothers of the 
Hebrews.

separate functions m'.ist be perform- 
ed in order to return to the produc- 
er a profit on his capital investment 
and labor costs. First, the product 
must be harvested and mechanically 
prepared for market. 
Second, it 


must be sold to the best advantage 
possible. The citrus industry has by 
experience learned that community 
packing houses are efficient 
and 


economical. They are quite gener- 
ally in charge of experienced and 
capable men trained in the business 
of preparing citrus fruits for ship- 
ment and sale. Usually these men 
have spent the major portion of their 
business life in qualifying them- 
selves for this work and even though 
they are qualified by experience and 
temperament to also direct the sale 
of their fruit it would be physically 
impossible for them to devote suf- 
ficient time to both functions to do 
either one of them 
satisfactorily. 


Consequently experience has proved 
that for the sake of efficiency and to 
secure the best results for the pro- 
ducer a separate sales organization 
is most desirable and 
economical. 


With this fact in mind the associa- 
tions have grouped themselves into 
districts, forming what is known as a 
district 
exchange, 
which 
office 


serves a rather closely connected 
geographical area producing fruit 
of fairly uniform quality. 


In order to evaluate any product 


the salesman must be familiar with 
it and be able to visualize not only 
its general quality, color and char- 
acter but must be able to know the 
variations that come in the product 
from time to time by reason cf con- 
ditions beyond his control and fre- 
quently beyond the control of the 
packing house or even the producer. 
For this reason district exchanges 
have been located in the producing 
areas rather than in the metropolitan 
areas for they would 
be too far 


away from the producing area to 
frequently determine the variations 
occurring during the shipping sea- 
son. 


Prices are determined by the re- 


lationship of supply and demand and 
the accumulation of a vast amount 
of statistical data regarding 
both 


supply and demand is the principal 
sales function of the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange, which redistri- 
butes this information to the dis- 
trict exchanges to be studied by them 
and used in determining their ship- 
ping program and policies as well 
as current prices on daily arrivals. 
Fruit from various producing areas 
is, of course, of varying quality. 
The requirements of the trade in 
various distributing centers are also 
widely different and the use of this 
knowledge in the distribution of any 
crop is a part of the district ex- 
change function. For example, some 
markets need a thick-skinned, long- 
jceeping fruit_ regardless of the fact 
that it may be rough or somewhat 
off color, whereas other markets pay 
a premium for smooth, highly color- 
ed, tender fruit regardless of its 
keeping qualities. Again some mar- 
kets are price buyers, regardless of 
size or quality, while other markets 
:iave no regular outlets for cheap 
quality goods. Therefore it becomes 
a function of the district exchange 
to suggest to the packing houses 
tiow their car loading 
should be 


made and to furnish destinations for 
the various types of fruit in the as- 
sociation and in the district with a 
view to supplying the trade in each 
market with the class of fruit that 
it most desires and therefore will 
pay the maximum price for. 


Any buyer has a tendency to go 


where he gets the best service and 
it is a function of the district ex- 
change to see that the buyers' orders 
are as accurately and promptly fill- 
ed as possible in order to encourage 
repeat business. 
Each association 


has an intangible asset in the repu- 
tation and the trade's acceptance 
of its respective label. This asse 
can be very easily destroyed by 
the destruction of the confidence o: 
the trade in the fruit or by mis- 
judging market conditions so tha 
no profit results from handling cars 
of this label. 


The goodwill of the associations 


customers is very tangible and it is 
a part of the funct;on of the distric 
exchange to so handle each custom- 
er's business that his 
orders ar< 


promptly and properly filled, am 
also that he pays full value for th< 
same, but not an exorbitant price 
for the goods he buys; that he i. 
kept informed of the variations in 
quality and size occurring durin 
any shipping season so that he maj 
adjust his business accordingly an> 
that everything is done from a sell 
er standpoint to insure a satisfactor 
transaction not only to the shippe 
but also to the buyer.
